THE 
GOLD 
SYNDICATE'S WORK. 


Just now when patriotism is aroused 


And the people are willing to make the 
greatest sacrifices to uphold the honor 
of the country and insure the success 
of the army and Navy on land and sea, 
the public ia apt to lose sight of the 
methods proposed by the majority of 
the House of Representatives for pro- 
viding money to carry on the war. 
That provision should be made for in- 
creasing the revenue by taxing many 
articles was to be expected, but th»t 
interest-bearing bonds are to be issued 
at the very beginning of the war when 
non-interest bearing treasury notes, 
and the coinage of the silver bullion 
owned by the Government would serve 
the purpose, shows that the gold syn- 
dicate, under the guise of patriotism, 
is ende.ivr>rin« to Ret a firmer hold on 
the country. Everybody knows that 
the people would accept Government 
netes for supplies for the army and 
navy as readily as they would gold 
notes, and that the coinage of the silver 
in the treasury would not inoreaae 
silver coins more than $1 25 per capita 
of the population. The cost of issnintr 
say $100.000,000 in notes would be a 
mere trifle and the gain to the Govern- 
ment by coining the silver would 
amount to many millions of dollars, 
If Congress was not controlled by the 
gold syndicate of course it wonld pro- 
vide for the issuance of notes and the 
coinage of silver, instead of interest 
bearing bonds, but as it is, the only 
hope that it will do so lies ia the 
Senate, and it is feared that the Gold 
Democrats and Gold Kepublicans in 
that body will succeed in forcing the 
House bill through without amend- 
ment.

Tbe Asiatic squadron under his com- 
mand met the Spanish fleet off Manila 
and virtually annihilated it. Having 
disposed of the Spanish fleet be gave 
notice that he would bombard the 
city, which he is reported as having 
accomplished effectually. 


The Spanish admit defeat and the 


loss of their floet, but at latest reports 
they had control of the cable, which, if 
not cut, will fall into the hands of the 
Americans as soon as they take the 
city. 


The Philippine Islands have an aren 


of 114,326 square miles and a popula- 
tion of 9,500,000. They are among the 
most fertile and productive in the 
world and a scarce of great revenue to 
the Spanish Government. It is inti- 
mated tbat the volunteers from thi 
coast may be sent to the Phihppin 
Islands to hold possession of them 
until peace is declared. It is not the 
intention of the United States to re 
tain possession of the islands, as this 
ia not a war of conquest, but they may 
be held as security for the indemnity 
which Uncle Sam will require of the 
Spaniards at the close of the war. The 


LISBON, May 2.—The Asiatic squadron 


of the United States, Com mod re Dewey 
commanding, yesterday engaged and 
completely defeated the Asiatic squad- 
ron of Spain, in the harbor of Manila, 
in the Philippine Islands. 


Commodore Montejio, commanding 


the Spanish fleet, lost three of bis 
largest ships. His flagahip, the armored 
cruiser Maria Reina Christina, and the 
armored cruiser Castilla were burned 
and tbe cruiser Don Juan de Austria 
was blown up. Tbe first and last named 
vessels were two of tbe most formid- 
able in tbe Spanish fleet. Several other 
Spanish vessels vere badly damaged. 


Two brisk engagements were fought. 


In the first the Spanish vessels were 
seriously damaged, but not fatally. 
The American vessels then began to 
maneuver for position. The Spanish 
believed that they were retiring and 
great excitement followed. 


The first shell from the Baltimore 


strut'k tbe Maria Christiana and set her 
on fire. Efforts were made to quench 
the flames but in vain. When it be- 
came evident tbat she must burn and 
tbat there was danger of her powder 
magazines explodiog.Admiral Montoeij 
left tbe ship, transferring his flag to 
tbe cruiser Isle de Cuba. Just as tbe 
Admiral left the vessel another bomb 
struck the deck of tbe Maria Chris- 
tiana, killing Captain Oadarso and 
wounding several marines. 


A well directed shot reached the iron 


cruiser Don Juan de Austria 
A ter- 


rific explosion followed and the ship 
was blown up. All this time the Ameri- 
can ships were under way, their ma- 
neuvering being intended to render 
tbe American 
marksmanship more 


effective. 


The blowing up of the Don Jann de 


Austria was attended with great loss 
among the crew. Her commander was 
also killed. The cruiser Castilla, next 
the flagship the largest and most pow- 
erful of the Spanish squadron was also 
burned. The cruisers Don Antonio de 
Ulloa were also badly damaged in the 
encounter. 


That the American squadron re- 


ceived severe damage in the encounter 
cannot be doubted. Early reports had 


that five of Commander Dewey'a 


fleet were sunk. Later advices from 
Madrid put the number at two. There 
were undoubtedly heavy losses on both 
sides, 


One apparently trustworthy report 


states that the Spanish had 200 killed 
and 400 wounded. Trustworthy de- 
tails of the American loss of life will 
hardly be obtainable until Commodore 
Dewey has taken Manila or has sent u 
dispatch boat to Hong Kong.

Croquettes. 


The secret of having croquettes firm, 


lies in their heiug mixed for a long 
time. The meat should be chopped very 
fine after being freed from all fat and 
gristle, and about a half pint of milk 
allowed to each pint of meat. The milk 
should be put over the fire while a ta- 
blespoonful of butter and 3 tablespoon- 
fnls of flour are rubbed together. The 
hot milk is then added, and the whole 
cooked to a thick, smooth paste. Mean- 
time, to a pint of chopped meat is added 
a tablespoonful of chopped paisley, salt 
and pepper to taste, the grated rind of 
a lemon, and a teaspoonfnl of onion 
juice, if that is liked, or some cooks 
simply rub a halved onion over the 
mixing bowl.' The seasoned meat is then 
stirred into the paste and the whole 
turned out to cool. The meat should he 
allowed to stand for at least 3 hours be- 
fore it is molded into croquettes. Dip 
first in eggs, then in bread crumbs, and 
fry in smoking hot fat. Powdered ehred- 
ded biscuits will be found a pleasant 
variety to the bread crumbs. It is a 
caution, by the way, in the use of these 
biscuits, where bread crumbs are re- 
quired, that they are very unsuccessful 
in escalloped tomatoes. They are too 
starchy, evidently, to be of use there, 
and they form a gummy mass that is 
not appetizing.—New York Post. 


Simple Baby Lamp. 


Secure an ordinary quart size red 


Rhine wine bottle and by gently tap- 
ping on the bottom thereof break out 
enough glass to allow the insertion of a 
candle. A hammer can be used for this 
purpose, if a little care be taken. Then 
wrap a piece of ruby paper all around 
the bottle, securing same by paste or 
mudlage. The lamp is now ready for 
use, and by standing the bottle on a 
triangle of burned matches and lighting 
the candle, will burn without any trim- 
ming of wick and other oil lamp incon- 
veniences. The little white light ema- 
nating from the top will do absolutely 
no harm.—New York Mail and Express.
